OW BLOCKS. 


5. The Divisional Canal Officer shall map out the irrigable area into blocks demarcated 
by suitable Loundarves ; and in order to equalise the area to be dealt with each year, shall 
determine the date of expiry of the leases in each block, so that, as far as practicable, one- 
seventh of the total area usually irrigated may fall out of lease every year. 


6. Each block, determined as ‘above, shall be numbered and marked on the maps to 
be maintained by the Divisional Canal Officer and the Deputy Collector, and shall also be 
recorded with its irrigable area in the registers to be kept by them.
